2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1 Claims 1-19, submitted with the letter of 25 April 

2005, satisfy the requirements of PCT Article 
33(1) because their subject matter is novel, 
inventive and industrially applicable. The reasons 
are as follows: 



Novelty 



None of documents Dl to D3 (see the international 
search report) discloses the three features 
specified in the last three paragraphs of claim 1 
of the present application, that is to say, 
"wherein as compound a) ... of organic membranes.". 



Inventive step 



Neither the letter of 25 April 2005 nor the 
description directly indicate which technical 
effect might be associated with the above three 
differences.
